Like a Ballot Paper 

The form is drafted much after the 
style of a ballot paper. The applicant 
for exemption is required to place a 
cross opposite the grounds on which 
the claim is made, His case will 
then go to the local tribunal to which 
proof in support will be submitted. 

Application for exemption may be 
made not only by the man himself 
but by hig employer or near relative. 
In great Britain claims for exemption 

the ground of a man being indis- 
ensabie in hi civil occupation are 
generally made by the employer, who 
appeals to the tribunal on behalf of 
his men. It is felt that such a claim 
can best be made by the employer. 
In any event, a man claiming essential 
occupation would need to have the 
support of his employer to his claim. 

The forms of military report are 
equally simple, These will be used 
by men who do not wish to claim ex- 
emption. They avoid the necessity 
of reporting in person until such time 
as a recruit is called up for service. 
The declaration reads: 

“I hereby report myself for military 
service, I will report myself for duty 
when called upon by notice mailed to

WAR STAMPS TO BE 


ISSUED SOON; WAR 
SAVINGS SCHEME 


Plan to Enable Those Who Can 
Only Invest Small 
Sums 


Ottawa, Sept. 15.—-The minis- 
ter of finance announces that an 
issue of war savings stamps is in 
course of preparation. These 
stamps will be used in connection 
with a plan to interest those who 
are able to save only in small 
amounts in the purchase of war 
savings certificates, 

Special war savings cards will be 
igsued with squares upen which 
time stamps purchased from the 
to time may be piaced. Wauen ai 
the squares are filled the card 
will be taken to the post office 
and exchanged for a war savings 
certificate, These stamps will-be 
in the denomination of 25 cents 
and the cards will contain spaces 
for thirty-four of them and one 
10-cent postage stamp (making 
altogether $8.60), and when filled 
will be exchanged for a certifi- 
cate entitling the holder to §10 
at the end of three years,

at post offices, will be of special

Some five years ago he re- 
tired from the active work of the min- 
istry and for the past few months it 
was realized by his many friends that 
the end of his long and useful life was 
drawing near.

Powerful Address on ‘‘Immortal- 
ity’’ Given at Westminster 
Church 


Large congregations at both morn- 
ing and evening services listened to 
two powerful serdmons by Rev. Prof. 
Robert Law, of Knox College, Toronto, 
at Westminster Presbyterian church. 
| The preachers subject in the evening 
was “Shall We Believe in Immortal- 
ity?” Previous te the war, he said, it 
was undoubtedly true that many peo- 
ple saw no necessity for a belief in im- 
mortality. They had no hope of it and 
did not care for it. It has counted for 
less and less in our religious life. Re- 


ligion has been more concerned in 
social reforms than in the care of 
souls, It has been more concerned in 


getting things put right now than in 
preparing for the coming of the king- 
dom of heaven, But there is danger 
that we can’t even attain those re- 
forms if we fall into the belief that 
this life is all that there is. 

I grudingly admit that there are 
those who live noble, valiant and help- 
ful lives, who work for their fellow 
men and who even, on the battlefields 
of Europe, are laying down their lives 
for them, who cherish no hope of any- 
thing beyond this life. But right is 
right and wrong is wrong, and by that 
we shall have to live.

James Cahill, a Syracuse million- 
aire, the iargest bread maker in the 
state of New York, handiing from 
126,000 to 160,000 barrels of flour a 
year. 

W. C, Harris, sales manager of the 
Scranton Coal Co, of Syracuse, 

W. J. Green, Government em- 
ployee of New York state. 

Harry Carter, engineer, of Alexan- 
dra Bay, N. Y. 

The party represents large interests 
and this trip was undertaken with the 
object of bringing to their notice the 
splendid tracts of landstil 1 available 
in the eWst, 

While Mr, Rutledge is not allowed 
to sell land, homesteads being his 
chief proposition, he has been supplied 
with 150,000 acres of non-resident 
lands in the West, his duty in this 
connection being to get vendor and 
purchaser together without personal 
gain. He says that undoubtedly the 
trip has been a success, 

the party has been over a week in 
the province and all say they are 
agreeably surprised with what they 
have seen, 

“Your climate up here is so fine,” 
exclaimed Mr. Harris in speaking of 
his trip to a reporter for the Bulletin.

ARE BEING KEPT 
UP TOSTRENGTH 


Commissioner Perry is Not In. 
formed However, as to Dis. 
position of Force 

According to Commissioner A. B, 
Perry, of the R.N.W.M.P., who was 


a visitor to the city this week, he is 
as lacking as the general public in 
information, as to whether the force 
are to be sent overseas or not. About 
700 men of the force in the west have 
taken cavalry training outlified for 
them by the Ottawa authorities and 
have returned to thelr former posts, 
No further inférmation has come from 
headquarters as to any movement to 
send the mon to the front and many 
of them believe the order will not 
come, 

The commissioner states, however, 
that in case a detachment should be 
called upon to go overseas, the force 
in Alberta will be kept up to full 
strength. After the harvest is over 
they purpose again asking for recruits, 
and intend to bring the numbers up to 
1,200. There are now 750 on the 


force, 
Hundreds Have Entisted. 

Hundreds of thé “mountier’ have 
already enlisted, having joined up 
with the militia department on tha 
expiration of their contract with the 
red-coated force. Besides contribut- 
ing large numbers in men, the force 
has given very generously to the Pat- 
riotic and Red Cross funds, The 
commissioner states that since the 
war began $40,000 has been donated 
to the Patriotic fund by the boys. 
Some of this was contributed indi- 
vidually, while large Suu. were 
raised by entertainments planned such 
as the gymkhana which took place re- 
cently at Banff. At an entertainment 
in Regina, the boys there raised $1,200 
for the fund, 

Work of the Mounties. 

While many have been wondering 
just what the work of the “mounties” 
has involved since the establishment 
of the provincial police, the commis- 
sioner says there task now is more 
one of prevention than anything else. 
There are in the northwest a quar- 
ter of a million enemy aliens, and 
while there has been no trouble of 
any dimensions at all throughout the 
whole country, the presence of an 
armed force here such as the 
R.N.W.M.P, is deemed very desirable. 
Should any trouble occur in a for- 
eign-born settlement, the fact that 
there was a force close at hand, a body 
on which settlers could call, would 
prevent anything like a panic in that 
district, says the commissioner. 

Watching the Borders, 

The watching of the borders is ane 
of the chief tasks of the force, and 
the commissioner says he anticipates 
No trouble whatever from the much- 
talked-of I1.W.W. Although no doubt 
some of this order have come into 
Canada, they are too far from their 
base to be able successfully to create 
any real disturbance. Furthermore, 
he believes the Canadian farmer does 
not make good soil on which to nour- 
ish I1.W.W. propaganda. Agitators 
have been dealt with very harshly in 
the States, and the commissioner be- 
lieves that even there their effect 
has been very negligible 

Duty in Far North, 

That the men of the force have 
been doing excellent work in the far 
outposts of the north, is the commis- 
sioner’s assertion, The country right 
to the northern shores is policed with 
R.N.W.M.P., and these lonely outposts 
seem to possess a strange attraction 
for the men of the force. They are 
sent into these wildernesses in twos 
and threes, and are only allowed to 
stay there two years. Longer time 
than that is not deemed good for thea 
men, as the solitude and privation i« 


hard on them. They enjoy the life, 
however, and trap and shoot along 
with their allotted work. Those on 


Arctic shores have their chief work 
when the whaling ships from Ban 
Francisco and other southern points 
come up. It then falls to the lot of 
the policemen to protect the natives 
against the white man, instead of the 
reverse, as might be supposed, as the 
invaders are prone to take very un- 
falr advantage of the simple-minded 
northerners. The natives regard the 
police as their friends, and are very 
devoted and attentive to thelr wants. 
Very ample provisions accompany 
the men when they gu into these soli- 
tudes, and every possible comfort for 
their long isolation is provided them,

It would take all the forces 
that we have in Canada just now to 
enforce conscription in Quebec. If it 
is practical results you want, you will 
get more recruits from Quebee under 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's leadership than 
you will ever get from Borden. (Ap- 
plause.) Borden has 
people of that Province, and they will 
not trust him.’ 
| “Lam not asking you to accept this 
statement on my word alone. There are 
others who will substantiate what I 
have said.

More on Torpedoes, 

To the Bulletin—In your columns a 
few days ago the following questions 
were asked: ist, Does a torpedo which 
misses the target sink or float; 2nd, 
Do. all torpedoes sink; 8rd, Does the 
British government give a reward for 
torpedoes found, Your reply was not 
the correct one, and seeing it has been 
confirmed, 1 thought I would try and 
explain it fully. 

In answer to the first This de 
pends upon the adjustments made fn 
the torpedo, A torpedo has two heads, 
one a dummy for practice; the other 
a war head, which containg explosives, 
and is only used in warfare.
